Regina area on January 4, 1957 


The Regina district Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association has applied for 
an increase in the price to be paid 
to producers for milk, according 
to J. E. Ridley, Chairman of the 
Milk Control Board. 

The Association contends that 
slowly but steadily rising costs of 
milk production warrant such an 
increase in the price of milk. 
Higher transportation costs, scarc- 
ity of labor necessitating greater 
mechanization at the dairy level 
and the higher standards required 
by health officials have all con- 
tributed to increasing costs of pro- 
duction, it claims. 

To look into the matter, the Milk 
Control Board has arranged an in- 
quiry which will be held in the 
Court House at Regina on Friday, 
January 4, 1957, commencing at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon. At that 
time the’ production, supply, dis- 
tribution and sale of milk in the 
Regina area will be thoroughly re- 
viewed.
